To the Chairman and Members of the Castle Donington Rural 


District Council: 


Gentlemen, 

I have much pleasure in presenting my Highth Annual 
Report on the Health of the District, 

At the suggestion of the Minister of Heaith, I make 
it this year as brief as possible, and the more readily seeing 
that 1921 has been an uneventful medical year. The death rate 
was a little eee than it was in the previous one and the birth 
rate jower by twenty six. ~ Very few cases of infectious disease 
were notified and the number of certified cases of Tuberculosis 
was the same as in 1920 — Of the deaths reported during ne year, 
thirty eight (about half) were in persons over sixty five years 
of. age and nine occurred in Infancy,

‘The estimated civil population was 6490, 
BIRTHS — One hundred and thirteen births were registered during 
the year, aS compared with ame hundred and thirty nine in 1920 6.

The natural increase of births over deaths was 36, 
DEATHS, - The number of deaths registered as occurring in the 
District was seventy seven. This gives a nett annual death rate 
of 10.85 per thousand of the population, 
INFANT MORTALITY.

One was illegimate ~ During 1920 Sixteen Infants died,
